This installation consists of an area measuring 400 x 150 m. extending

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6. Installation 2: artillery Barracks (attachment 1) 
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In the efty, west of the straight N-S highway, there is a cemetery. South 
of the cquetery, also on the west side of the highway, is a demolished red 
brick chyrch, the south spire of which still stands, est of this church 

is a settlement covering an area of 400 x 500 m. and consisting of 100 staen- 
dard 3 x 8 Mm. Cups horsee houses called "vacation" or "Finnish" houses. 


The Artillery Barracks is about 300 m, south cf the church and on the west 

side of the street. To the east, behind the houses, run the shunting tracks 

of the rqilroad station. The region between the church and the barracks is 
_ sparsely covered with buildings; it consists mostly of large gardens. 


Installation i, Skagerrak Barracks (Attachment 3) 


The Skagerrak Barracks lie about 300 m. south of the Artillery Barracks 
(or 600 a. south of the red church) on the same side of the highway in the 
northern angle of a bend of the highway to the west and south. Tt is a 
small re Hon, about, 120 x 120 m., containing 4 large unite which form a 
square around a court-yard, The &-lf units are 80 m. long, and the two others 
‘are 60-76 m., long; all are “three-storied. A large bakery and a house are 
' located very close to the highway on its western side. North of the part of 
the highway which resumes the original N-S direction, and north of the west 
unit, lie ‘a small tower and, farther on, a small gymnasium. The tower (weter 
toner?) is 12 me. high and 6 m, in dlameter, Sverything is made of red brick. 


A naval ynit wag ste tioned in these barracks in March 1948. They wore dark 
blue navy uniforms, with cross-stripes visible on the part of the shirt which 
shows under the ccat. 


Installation 4: Railroad Station (Attachment 1)

18, Installation g; Repair Wharf (Attachment 1) 


A repair wharf is situated onsthe south side of harbor basin E (on the sketch 
since actually it appears to reach the southeas’. 
corner of the basin). 


There are apparently & buildings of about equal size 
two of which were observed to be about 60 x 10 x10 m. In one of these, in 

the early part of 1948, there were about 12 motors, 200 x 160 x 150 cm., as 
well as, 3~bladed propellore, ‘60 cm. in diameter, to be repaired. This build- 
ing is on the western side of the area; next to it, on the east, is a boiler 
house with a small chimney. Farther east there is a workshop containins abou. 
10 turning lathes, 3 or 4 milling machines, 2 small and 2 large boring machine. 
These last are 3 m. long and 3.5 m. high and are used to hollow out larze 
cavities.

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Ammunition Dump ‘near Lokhshtadt (54-42N, 19-58E) (Attachment 4) 
ma larce25X1X 
ut 800 meters square, near Lokhshtadt, on the Nehrung 

north of Baltit sk. The dump is about 5 km, north of the main railroad 

station ¢f Baltiisk and 200-300 m, west of the road te Primorsk (Fishhac.en). 
About 100 m. south of the castle ruins of Lokhshtadt,which are west of tne 

road, the Nehrung is barricaded with barbed wire and sentries, There is 


traffic control. 


The ammubition dump itself ie in the woods about 1200 m. south of the fe ice. 
About 800 m. north of the dump, along the west coast, is a large, white, 
many~storied building, a former children’s home, now enlarged and occupied by 
the military. About 100 m. south of the dump, there is an east-west roa 
branching off from the highway to Primorsk and going to the completely destro: 
ed village of Neuhduser . Fron there the road extends southward to Baltiisk. 


- The area of the ammunition dump stretches right to the shore. 4% the dump 


source observed two earth bunkers reinforced with concrete, each measuring 
about 10x12 m. In one of the bunkers & truck loads of 140 mm. shells 
(Grenate } were piled up. In addition, sourca more than once saw 122 mr. 
cannon da rubber~tired mounts brought there coupled to trucirs.

Armed Train 


Between Baltiisk and Kaliningrad there runs a train armed with heavy railway 
artillery, The train has special cars, one car with small antiaireraft suns 
and mactiine guns at each end of the train. Six troop cars alternate with six 
cars armed with heavy long-barreled guns about 6-7 m. long with a caliber 
estimated by source to be "over 150 mm. in any case".
